CHAPTER II 
THE KIDNAP CHART 


Scepticism and incredulity must have been 
written on my face. 

*In the first place," pursued Craig, "there 
has been an incredible amount of bungling 
in this case, Walter, as well as some hard 
and sometimes brilliant work. The con- 
clusion that stands out in my mind is that 
the whole story has never been told." 

sIf you mean on both sides, I agree with 
you," I hedged. 

He nodded agreement and I went on. 
*Just what do you really mean, Craig when 
you use the word ‘inside’?” 

“I mean, Walter. that few crimes point 
as eloquently as this to the indication that 
the criminal must have had information 
from the inside." Не paused to marshal 
his points. “For instance, the snatch was 
perfectly timed and executed. They knew 
the house, the grounds, even the last-minute 
changes of the habits of the family.” 

Craig thumbed through his charts. 

“I have here the chart of the kidnapping 
itself. Consider what we know on the basis 
of evidence so far presented. When did 
this crime take place?” 

“Some time. between the last time the 
nurse, Katherine Howe, saw the child and 
when she discovered it gone—say, between 
8 or 8:30 and 10.” | 
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“Very well. When was the ransom paid?” 

“On April 2, say about 10 o'clock 
at night.” 

“And the body was found?” 

“May 12th. Officially they placed it about 
Sy ΕΜ. 

“So far, so good. Now, I first erect a 
chart for the hour the child was last seen by 
its nurse.” He drew circles on a sheet of 
paper, consulted some books of tables, 
meanwhile talking as he worked. 

“We find the sidereal time for this chart 
to be 6 hours, 36 minutes. Then I apply 
what we call the Key Cycle method to this 
chart to bring it up to the date of the 
finding of the body. I add to the Sidereal 
Time of this chart—6 hours, 36 minutes— 
the increment for 72 days—1l hour, 8 min- 
utes, 50 seconds. It gives 7:44:50 as Side- 
real Time of the Key Cycle chart for May 
125 

I did not understand, but I asked no ques- 
tion, for I was convinced Kennedy knew his 
stuff in astrology as well as in the other things 
I had known him to tackle in many years. 

“Our problem is to find a Key factor. 
In the chart erected for that hour, March 
lst we look to the Rulers of the four angles. 
We should find our Key factor among them. 
Well, the Rulers are in the order of angular 
power, first, Venus, ruler of the ascendant; 
second Moon, ruler of mid-heaven; third, 
Mars, ruler of the seventh house; fourth, 
Saturn, ruler of the fourth house.” 

I refrained from asking him yet what these 
terms meant. I was too-interested in what 
his result might be to delay him by un- 
initiated questions. 

“Now, rearranging these in order of ac- 
cidental dignity, according to House posi- 
tion, we find Saturn to be the only one posi- 
ted in its own House. Venus is in an angle, 
but not its own sign. It is rather the sign 
of its detriment. The Moon is out of dig- 
nity as to both House and sign and in the 
sign of Saturn which merely adds additional 
power to Saturn. Mars is totally out of 
dignity as to both sign and House.” 

I knew he was driving toward something 
but what I could not even guess. So I did 
what a tyro should do; kept silent. 

“Tt 15,” he continued, “clear therefore that 
Saturn quite dominates this chart. Appro- 
priately Saturn rules. It is placed in that 
department, fourth, that rules ‘the end of 
the matter.’” 


“Follow me now, Walter. The crime 
reached a culmination with the finding of 
the body, May 12. Hence Saturn, ruler of 
the Fourth House, might logically be 
brought to the cusp of the Fouth House 
of the Key Cycle chart for the discovery 
of the body. 

“On May 12, as a matter of fact, 
Saturn was posited 4/45 Aquarius, bringing 
it to the fourth cusp. It puts 5 Aquarius 


on the fourth cusp, 5 Leo on the Mid- 
heaven and 29/31 Aries on the ascendant 
of this Key Cycle Chart. Further, it is 
significant that on May 12, Mars was pos- 
ited 29/35 Aries on the ascendant of this 
Key Cycle Chart. Further, it is significant 
that on May 12th Mars was posited 29/35 
Aries—exactly on the Seventh cusp of this 
K. C. chart and in its own sign. 

“Corresponding Sidereal Time 8:29:36. 
From this we subtract increment for 72 
days, May 12 to March Ist. Result: 7:26:02 
Sidereal Time for the kidnapping. Which 
means that if this line of reasoning is as- 
trologically sound, the crime must have been 
committed at 8:45 P. M.!” 

“Ts that so!” I exclaimed. “You say that 
that places the actual kidnapping at 8:45 
P. M., March first. Now let me check up. 
The nurse, Katherine Howe, testified she 
and the mother put the baby to bed at 
7:30. He was just recovering from an ill- 
ness, I believe. At 8 or 8:30 Katherine 
looked in at the nursery. The baby was 
sleeping. Major Whitehead returned home 
from the cit- at 8:20, I think he testified. 
At 8:45, then, according to your chart came 


the snatch! Wonderful! It checks!” 
Kennedy smiled, gratified. “It double 
checks! I have erected a chart for 8:45 P. 


M., March 1, Table Mountain, Connecticut, 
accepting that as the Horary figure for the 
crime. 

“Here I find Uranus almost exactly on 
the cusp of the Seventh House—which is 
just what one would expect in the Horary 
chart for this event. The unusual, the ex- 
traordinary I may even say, aspects of the 
case were all foreshadowed by this key 
position of Uranus!” 


He looked at me significantly. “It might 
be well f-r me to mention also at this time, 
Walter, that Uranus is here placed exactly 
in opposition to the degree of the eclipse of 
October 12, in previous year in 17 Libra. 
The transit of this major planet, Uranus, 
over the opposition of the eclipse degree 
brought the eclipse to fulfillment and into 
manifestation, in a Uranian manner. I mean 
Richard Whitehead Jr., was a fitting chan- 
nel for these eclipse forces, since the pub- 
lished hour of his birth gives 17 Libra (the 
eclipse degree) rising. 

“Hence, this eclipse took place on the 
child’s Ascendant. To complete the pattern 
of causation in my mind I must take note 
of the significant fact that the rectified chart 
for the time of the crime, 8:45 Р. М., 
March 1, gives me the same degree rising 
as I find in the child’s birth chart. Walter, 
this furnishes me with a double check on 
the accuracy of my charts so far!” 

“It’s all Greek to me, 
Craig,” Г muttered. “But it’s sure interest- 
ing—I may in the end have to admit im- 
portant!”

“I think you will, Walter, before we are 
through. Listen to this next point. We 
may further check the chart of the crime 
with the payment of the ransom, April 2. 
Here I find Libra 25/0 rising, with the 
transiting Mercury of April 2, 24/39 Aries 
on the cusp of the Seventh, clearly indicat- 
ing a commercial transaction. 

“But,” he continued emphatically, “Mer- 
cury was without aspect and was retrograd- 
ing at the time. From an astrological point 
of view it was a foregone conclusion that 
the whole deal would be still-born! The 
transaction would come to naught and the 
payment of the money would NOT achieve 
the desired result. With even this ele- 
mentary knowledge to be derived from as- 
trology, Major Whitehead could have saved 
himself $100.000. In fact if he had done 
so he might have had a better chance of 
tranping the extortioner through baiting 
him into further attempts to collect.” 

“Craig,” I exclaimed, “175 uncanny!” 


“Tt must be to you, Walter. Now, take 
the child's chart, just briefly. We'll have 
to return to it later. It gives him a con- 
siderable degree of personal beauty and

A child born 
at that time shows in its chart that it would 
likely suffer an early death, and this might 
be due to treacherous friends. 

“The ruler of the ascendant,” he went on, 
“is Venus, also the ruler of the House of 
Death. Such an individual might possibly 
be in a way the cause of his own death. 
But Venus conjunction Uranus and squared 
by Pluto indicates that death could be due 
to sudden violence, possibly accidental, but 
likely planned and deliberate—Major planets 
mean major crimes!" 

“Almost, you persuade me, Craig!" I ad- 
mitted. 

“Very well—Agrippa!” he retorted with 
a smile.

I need not be afraid of non-exist- 
ence—because these possessions which are 
mine are guarantees of continued existence. I 
am strong—potent. 

All existence is based on ownership. Be- 
ing, as pure spirit, begins to “exist” the mo- 
ment there is something it can call “mine.” 
“І am,"—this very cry of individual being in- 
volves possessions. The “I” may be considered 
as a pure abstraction; but the “ат” neces- 
sitates something to be in. A body, of course. 
And the body is our first possession. These 
hands, this flesh are mine. In and through 
them I am. 

As we grow, as our life-path leads us 
through many mansions, we ceaselessly ex- 
tend our sense of ownership. Our posses- 
sions increase; also the burden and responsibil- 
ity thereof. We begin to differentiate be- 
tween this and that type of possession. We 
put different valuations upon our several pos- 
sessions. We come to realize that what we 
own as an individual being has been in other 
hands before. And we begin to classify pos- 
sessions into inherited and acquired posses- 
sions. 

Inherited are all the things or elements 
which have come to us without any deliber- 
ate individual efforts. The first of those is 
our body. Our parents—especially our mother 
—gave it to us. Our food and clothing, the 
thoughts and traditional valuations which our 
immediate surroundings impressed upon us 
for many years of childhood caused relatively 
little individual efforts for us to appropriate. 
They were all foodstuffs: physical or psy- 


chological. And we ate them; digesting them 
in a very automatic, unconscious manner. We 
could not struggle for different ones. We 
could only refuse to absorb that which, in a 
dull unconscious way, we did not like. Through 
refusal, rebellion, disobedience, suffering, de- 
privation, craving, ambition, envy—we learned 
to give to possessions our own individual 
valuations. A tragic path, which all must 
tread. The path of illness, of frustration and 
of woe, What we own is bound to make us 
suffer; for it is only as we suffer from the 
things we own, or fail to own—that we begin 
to function as a real individual, consciously: 
as one who is able to put upon everything 
owned or susceptible of being owned the stamp 
of his own creative significance. 

Possessions, at the level of the physiological 
birth and the physiological organism, are mat- 
ters of more or less prime necessity—or at 
least they seem so, to us. Without them the 
ego cannot be what he is. The ego is bound 
to his traditional possesssions, as he is bound 
to his own body. He demands them as the very 
means for his existence; and therefore he is 
not able to evaluate them objectively, because 
he cannot separate himself from them. To let 
go from them would be inconceivable. What 
could an ego do without his body? To lose 
it means extinction—death or profound sleep. 
What could a normal person, rooted in blood- 
traditions and racial-physiological habits, do 
without his traditional concepts and feelings? 
To lose them would mean psychological death. 

Thus the terrific implications of “exile.” An 
exile is an uprooted tree, living psychologically 
on his treasure of accumulated remembrances. 
Otherwise, in his new existence he is as one 
dead. Every contact inflicts on his ego а. 
wound. He is an “I” without “am.” He lives 
psychologically in a world of fantasies, shrink- 
ing from any new confrontation, trying to 
compensate for this ceaseless frustration by 
many and varied means of spiritual escape. 
Unless he accepts his new situation, and faces 
his new world as one born out of the mother 
womb ;—yet without a mother to feed him.

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Signs of the Zodiac 


Their meaning and classification

In ancient astrology based on the Ptolemaic 
conception of the universe, the houses were 
static divisions of the space above and below 
the flat earth. Not being an expression of 
planetary motion, they could not be an ex- 
pression of Life. They dealt thus purely 
with outer circumstances, establishing set de- 
'partments for the activities of Life.  There- 
fore the basis of all classification of life-opera- 
tions was the zodiac and the cyclic course of 
the sun through its signs. The equinoxes and 
solstices served most naturally to effect a di- 
vision of the zodiac into four great quarters 
corresponding to the seasons. This division 
is based precisely on the relation of the equa- 
torial plane of the earth to the ecliptic, the 
apparent path of the sun. Where these two 
planes intersect, there are the equinoxes; 
where they are the farthest apart, the solstices. 
This gives us the four cardinal signs of the 
zodiac: Aries and Libra, at the equinoxes of 
spring and fall—Cancer and Capricorn, at the 
solstices of summer and winter. 

These four signs were seen as the crucial 
times of the year, as periods of special ac- 
tivity of the life-force and of special re- 
lease of power. It was clear however that 
the types of release that occurred during these 
four crucial periods were of different nature. 
At the equinoxes, came the times of greatest 
momentum of life; at the solstices, of least 
momentum ;—just as if we watch the oscil- 
lations of a pendulum we see its motion being 
the fastest when it crosses the point of equi- 
librium, and the slowest when it reaches its 
end-positions. 

For the ancients, the ecliptic appeared to 
oscillate southward and northward in relation 
to the earth, completing a full oscillation 
every year. For us, moderns, it is the poles 
of the earth which perform the oscillating mo- 
tion with regard to the sun;—turning them- 
selves to and away from the sun. When the 
north pole places itself face to face with the 
sun, this is summer in the northern hemi- 
sphere. when it hides its face from the sun, 
it is winter. The same pendular oscillation; 
but seen either from the point of view of the 
equator-ecliptic relation, or from that of the 
pole-sun relation. 

The result, in both cases, is that the equi- 
noctial signs of the zodiac, Aries and Libra, 
are signs of great positive momentum; where- 
as the solsticial signs, Cancer and Capricorn, 
are signs of negative momentum. On the 
other hand, at the solsticial points the polari- 
ties of life (the Yang and Yin of Chinese 


philosophy) are to be experienced respective- 
ly in their purest quality. The purest Yang 
(with the least admixture of Vin) is ex- 
perienced by the earth at the summer solstice; 
the purest Yin (with the least admixture of 
Yang) is experienced by the earth at the win- 
ter solstice. While at the equinoxes the two 
polarities are equally blended. 

Thus we have two sets of factors. At the 
equinoxes the momentum of life is greatest. 
At the solstices the qualities of the polarities 
of life are to be felt in the purest way. This 
gives us the meaning of the characterization 
of the four crucial periods of the year in 
terms of four “elements”: Fire and Air, 
Water and Earth. Fire (Aries) and Air 
(Libra) are expressions of momentum; Water 
(Cancer) and Earth (Capricorn) are expres- 
sions of life-qualities, or polarities. At the 
equinoxes we have extremes of motion and 
activity (either toward or away from the 
sun, positive or negative in direction); at 
the solstices we find potentially extremes of 
realization (either of the Yang or the Ут 
polarities). 

The terms Yang and Yin must however not 
confuse us. They really mean in this respect 
objective and subjective; outer and inner: 
thus, according to ancient customs they re- 
ferred to man and woman. From Aries to 
Libra: this is the period of living objectively ; 
the period when vegetation is manifest. It 
is the realm of leaf. From Libra to Aries: 
this is the period of living subjectively; the 
period when vegetation is latent, hidden, be- 
low the crust of the earth. It is the realm 
of seed. Leaf and seed are two great sym- 
bols of outer and inner, of objectivity and sub- 
jectivity. 

Aries represents therefore the extreme of 
momentum toward the leaf-condition, toward 
the extreme of realization іп and through ob- 
jective reality; which is Cancer—the plant ful- 
filled in the fruit: objective maturity. 

Libra, on the other hand, represents the 
extreme of momentum toward the seed-con- 
dition, toward the extreme of realization in 
and through subjective reality; which is Cap- 
ricorn—the birth of the Christ-consciousness 
within: subjective maturity. 

Thus Fire (Aries) is motion toward ob- 
jective manifestation:—the primordial desire 
for manifestation, the thirst for life in a 
body: Tanha—the will to live as a separate 
self—in Buddhistic philosophy. Fire is ful- 
filled in Water (Cancer): the urge-to-be is 
fulfilled in the sap of plants, the lymph and

milk that sustain all animal life; the рег- 
sonal soul, also. 

Air (Libra) is motion toward subjective 
realization:—the yearning for the God-within, 
the thirst for “Liberation” or for Nirvana. 
Liberation from what? From the bondage to 
the body and to separate selfhood. It is mo- 
tion away from the physical sun and toward 
the beyond, Air is fulfilled in Earth (Capri- 
corn) : The longing for God is satisfied in the 
birth of the Christ-body within—the spiritual 
earth, the New Jerusalem. 


In terms of our previous nomenclature— 


individual, collective and creative— we have 
the following diagram: 
Creative 
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Creative 


This might seem to conflict with what we 
said in previous articles of the zodiac referring 
as a whole to the collective. But we must 
realize that individual and collective are pure- 
ly relative terms. The body is “collective” to 
the individual self; yet it is a whole, there- 
fore an individual organism. When we speak 
thus of “individual” with reference to the zo- 
diac, we speak of these cosmic energies which 
are building the wholeness of any whole. 
Wholeness and individual selfhood are almost 
synonymous: the same fact looked at from two 
different points of view. 

Fire is individual, because it is the animat- 
ing principle of all individual selfhood. It 
is that which rises out of the earth toward 
the sun. It is the fire of germination that 
propels the nucleus of the seed sunward, to- 
ward the God-that-is-everywhere. 

Air is “collective,” because it is that which 
brings every separate individual and body into 
the subtle communion of the breath. Air 
links the lungs and blood of every breathing 
entity. It is that which rises out of the Water 
toward the all-encompassing Space. It is the 
emanation of all bodies, the perfume of all 
lives. In and through it, all lives reach unity 
in the all-embracing seed that is the God-of- 
the-Mystery: SPACE. 

Water is the “creative” manifestation of 
the urge to be a separate individual. Earth 
is the “creative” manifestation of the urge to 
reach a stage of absolute spiritual solidarity. 
Solidarity is to the spirit what solidity is to 
matter. In both cases, it means Earth. With- 
in the scope of the life of a particular man 


solidarity has to be established between all or- 
ganic and magnetic life-centers before the 
Christ-body takes form—a symbol or sign of 
this perfect solidarity. 

The reader may be puzzled by the manner in 
which we make the opposition individual-col- 
lective coincide with the equinoxes; whereas 
we found the opposition Yang-Yin coinciding 
with the solstices. The contradiction is more 
apparent than real. The Chinese duality of 
principles or polarities referred to concrete 
facts: whereas we are dealing, when speaking 
of individual and collective, with principles of 
motion; or let us say, with trends of con- 
sciousness. In other words, we place our- 
selves at an abstract level; which, obviously, 
changes our focalization. Practically speaking, 
there is very little difference. Cancer tradi- 
tionally rules the “home” and Capriocrn the 
“public life" or “ргоѓеѕѕіоп”—ігшу the sphere 
of individual creativeness and that of collec- 
tive creativeness. 

Much confusion occurs in the application 
of astrological symbolism because the various 
points-of-view of interpretation are not clear- 
ly enough differentiated. When the ordinary 
textbook lists all the things Cancer is sup- 
posed to represent, it is, in fact, piling up a 
mass of “meanings” which are the results of 
several types of interpretation. Cancer means 
one thing, from one point of view; another 
thing, from another point of view. This fact 
justifies the attitude which we have taken in 
these articles which is largely one of clari- 
fication and classification of meanings. One 
may try to interpret the signs of the zodiac 
from several points of view; each giving a 
particular set of meanings. And unless one 
realizes the way each set is produced and 
the logic of its production, much confusion is 
bound to ensue. 

So far we have dealt with the most general 
and archetypal ‘foundation of zodiacal inter- 
pretation, considering the four basic moments 
of the cycle of the year. It is evident that 
further differentiation is advisable, in fact 
necessary, and there are two essential ways 
in which this can be done. The four-fold 
structure of “cardinal” signs (Aries-Libra; 
Cancer-Capricorn) gives us four sections of 
90 degrees each. Each section can be divided 
into two sub-sections of 45 degrees each; or 
into three sub-sections of 30 degrees each. The 
latter procedure is the usual one; but it loses 
much of its meaning when it is not correlated 
with the former, which, unfortunately, is very 
little understood. 


Energy-differentiation 


four-fold division of the zodiac 
which we have studied so far gives us 
four basic types of cosmic substances: 
Fire-Air; Water-Earth. This is the most 
fundamental zodiacal differentiation inas- 
much as the zodiac as a whole symbolizes as 
said in a previous article the building of a 
microcosm. Substance is the most fundamen- 
tal thing in any building. But “energy” and 
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“form” are just as important. Therefore we 
will see that the zodiac is susceptible, most 
logically, of two other types of differentiation, 
referring respectively to energy and form. 

Energy is not very different from substance. 
It is substance activated and released; as mod- 
ern physics has shown most definitely. Thus 
we can expect the principle of “energy-differ- 
entiation” to be similar to that of “substance- 
differentiation.” Both are based on the prin- 
ciple of polar dualism; of action and reaction. 
The energy-zodiac will thus be eight-fold; 
while the substance-zodiac is four-fold. 

According to T. O. McGrath (“Timing busi- 
ness activity and the sun." p. 12): 

“Tt is known that all bodies such as the 
sun and its satellites are charged bodies 
and are surrounded by a magnetic field; 
—that in any magnetic body having two 
poles (the sun and its satellites are such 
bodies), the ἘΠ currents circulate 
from the north to the south pole, become 
neutral at each 90 degrees, and reach a 
maximum intensity at each 45 degrees.” 

If such is the case it is evident that the 
points of maximum release of energy are to 
be found mid-way between equinoxes and 
solstices. These points are thus on the follow- 
ing degrees of the circle: 45—135—225—315; 
or in terms of the usual zodiacal nomencla- 
ture: Taurus 15; Leo 15; Scorpio 15; 
Aquarius 15. These points are not unknown 
to some occultists. They correspond to what 
has been called: the Four Gates of Avataris 
Descent. As an “Avatar” in ancient termin- 
ology is in fact a release of cosmic energy, 
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the meaning of the phrase is quite evident. 
These Four Gates are symbolized by the four 
symbolic creatures: the Bull—the Lion—the 
Eagle—the Angel. Each of them depicts a 
particular type of dynamic release, a particu- 
lar type or “Ray” of Power,—and of power- 
releasing “Initiation.” 

The Bull and the Lion represent individuat- 
ing power; power rooted in the planet, i.e., 
in concrete selfhood. On the other hand, the 
Eagle and the Angel symbolize collectivating 
power; power that expands the individual into 
the collective and the universal. We might 
add that the Bull is power toward the for- 
mation of the individual being, while the Lion 
is power emanating from the individual being. 
The Eagle is power toward the formation of 
the universal being, while the Angel is power 
emanating from the universal being. 

In the cycle of the year the four ' ‘Avataric” 
points occur approximately on May 6; August 
8; November 8; February 5. At these times 
the energies or ‘realizations which gathered in 
at equinoxes and solstices are released and 
made effective. It might interest the nu- 
merologist to consider the fact that the fig- 
ures in the number of each of these eight 
points of the circle add up to the digit 9— 
(45, 90, 135, etc.) Baha'u'llah, the great Per- 
sion prophet, whom many consider as the 
Avatar of the new Aquarian Age was born 
on November 1l, very close to the Eagle- 
point—a very fitting time for one who preached 
the gospel of a “universal religion,” and in 
general of an all-inclusive planetary synthesis. 
He took the number 9 as the symbol of his 
message. 


Form-differentiation 


Energy operates on a 
polar rhythm of action 
and reaction; thus any 
type of energy-differen- 
tiation is based оп theo- 
retically equal divisions 
and subdivisions: 2—4— 
8. In ancient symbology 
8 is the number of the 
Sun; 8 8, the number of 
the Christ, the triune 
Sun. The number 9 rep- 

2 resents thus Him who 
wields the 8-fold power. 
But how is one to wield 
power, unless one has a 
form-of-power — ап en- 
gine—in which to hold 
and from which to re- 
lease power at will? We 
cannot go fully into a 
discussion of the mean- 
ing of the term “form- 
of-power.” (This point 
has been discussed in 
our book “Art as release 
of power,” 1929.) Suffice 
it to say that there can 
be по controlled and 
rhythmical release of en- 
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ergy unless there is some sort of “engine” 
through which this release is effected. All 
engines are "forms-of-power"; that is, forms 
which control the generation, concentration 
and distribution of power. 

Three operations always: generation, con- 
centration and distribution. Therefore the 
basic number of all forms-of-power (and we 
probably could say of all types of engineering) 
is 3. The engineer uses push and pull Push 
and pull are two things; but “uses” involves 
a third principle. Action and reaction: such 
is the pure energy-rhythm. But a third term 
is necessary: interaction, if the energy is to 
build an organic body. A body is not a pipe 
through which tides of energy have their ebb 
and flow. It assimilates substance. It holds 
energy. It transforms power. It uses ebb 
and flow to step up the level or potential of 
the energy. And this is “organic living"— 
which always involves three basic faculties: 
self-maintenance, self-reproduction, self-reali- 
zation. 

We could go on almost indefinitely enumer- 
ating trinities of principles in all realms of 
being and becoming. But here, with the zo- 
diac and with all “equatorial?” elements, we 
deal mainly with power ;—with the power that 
builds and regenerates organisms or bodies. 
And the most satisfactory formulation of the 
trinity of elements which enters in this build- 
ing operation is the one already mentioned: 
generation, concentration and distribution. 

We saw that at the four crucial points of 
the year’s cycle there was a generation of 
power. The results of this generation are 
four basic types of “substances”: Fire-Air, 
Water-Earth. Through these - four  "sub- 
stances” or cosmic elements power will op- 
erate according to the triple rhythm above 
mentioned. This will give us the following 
scheme of operation: 


At the spring equinox: 


Fire power is generated ...... .. Aries 
then concentrated .......... -. Taurus 
lastly distributed ............. Gemini 


At the summer solstice: 


Water-power is generated ...... Cancer 
then concentrated ............ eo 
lastly distributed. е .. Virgo 

At the fall equinoxs 

Air-power is generated ...... .. Libra 
thenmconcentratedine. esie mes «Scorpio 
lastly, distributed. .........--.. Sagittarius 

At the winter solstices 

Earth-power is generated ...... Capricorn 
then ‘concentrated ............ Aquarius 
lastly distributed ..:......... .. Pisces 


Zodiacal signs of generation of power are 
called: Cardinal signs. Zodiacal signs of con- 
centration of power are called: Fixed signs. 
Zodiacal signs of distribution of power are 
called: Mutable signs. They can be referred 
respectively to spirit, soul and mind—all three 
operating within the total “Body,’ or “Auric 
Egg": the microcosm. This microcosm can 
also be called, using the term in its most in- 


clusive significance: Personality. Personality, 
or perhaps better still—the Living Person—is 
the synthesis of spirit, soul and mind operat- 
ing within a body (or bodies, if one accepts 
the occult concept of several distinct vehicles 
for spiritual, animic and mental energies cen- 
tered around the visible physical structure). 

Spirit—or Life—generates. Soul concen- 
trates. Mind distributes. Personality mani- 
fests—or hides! The work of life-develop- 
ment for every human being is to reveal in 
the operation of Personality the generations of 
spirit, the concentrations of soul and the dis- 
tribution of mind. 

In order to make the symbolical picture com- 
plete we have only to relate the four-fold and 
the three-fold classification. We shall then 
try to understand how: s 
Fire power (Aries) 

Concentrates through Earth (Taurus) and 
is distributed through Air (Gemini) 

Water power (Cancer) 

Concentrates through Fire (Leo) and is dis- 
tributed through Earth (Virgo) 
Air power (Libra) 

Concentrates through Water (Scorpio) and 
is distributed through Fire (Sagittarius) 
Earth power (Capricorn) 

Concentrates through Air (Aquarius) and 
is distributed through Water (Pisces ) 

This may seem rather involved and discon- 
certing: and so we may try another way of 
stating the zodiacal "formula." 


Spirit-fire (Aries) is generative Fire: 
Electric Fire 

Soul-Fire (Leo) is concentrative Fire: 
Solar Fire 


Mind-Fire (Sagittarius) is distributive Fire: 
Fire by friction 


This means that: 


When Fire generates it is operating in terms 
of spirit. 

When Fire concentrates it is operating in 
terms of soul. 

When Fire distributes it is operating in 
terms of mind. 


In other words: 


Generative Fire is the starting point of in- 
dividual selfhood (Aries) 

Concentrative Fire refers to the creative re- 
lease of self, by means of which the soul 
knows itself whole and god-like (Leo) 

Distributive Fire is that fire which blends, 
synthetizes and universalizes all elements 
and energies prior to the Christ-birth— 
the birth of the universal being (Sagit- 
tarius) 


The same procedure will bring out more 
clearly the significance of the other elements. 

Generative Water (Cancer) operates in 
terms of spirit. It is the power that gives birth 
to concrete selfhood, that creates a concrete 
ΡΘΕ of operation—a home—for the individual 
self. 

Concentrative Water (Scorpio) operates in 
terms of soul. It concentrates and sustains the 
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collectivating urge of spirit-Air (Libra), the 
impulse toward “re-birth in Christ.” ў 
Distributive Water (Pisces) operates іп 
terms of mind. It effects the synthesis of en- 
ergies that were brought to creative focaliza- 
tion in Capricorn, and vitalized in Aquarius. 


Generative Air (Libra) operates in terms 
of spirit. It is the power that gathers and 
communalizes the emanations of individuals. 

Concentrative Air (Aquarius) operates in 
terms of soul. It gives vitality and momen- 
tum to the spiritual Earth (Capricorn). It 
is the breath of the collective soul. 

Distributive Air (Gemini) operates in terms 
of mind. It exteriorizes and interprets the 
individual impulsion of Aries, once focalized 
and insubstantiated in Taurus. 


Generative Earth (Capricorn) operates in 
terms of spirit. It is the power of incarnation, 
the power to assume a body—from the point 
of view of the involuting spirit. À 

Concentrative Earth (Taurus) operates in 
terms of soul. It gives substance and depth 
to the Aries impulses. А 

Distributive Earth (Virgo) operates in 
terms of mind. It spreads the creative release 
of self of Leo through space, where it is seen 
as a mass of polar energies (The Virgin of 
Light). Discrimination is aroused in the mind 
as the problem of dealing with polarities, with 
light and shade, arises. 


From this we can see how each cosmic ele- 
ment is susceptible of assuming three distinct 
functions—somewhat as a man can act, feel 
and think at the same time; (1) as a father 
to his son; (2) as a husband to his wife; (3) 
as a comrade and co-worker with his asso- 
ciates and friends—thus (roughly speaking) 
generating, concentrating and distributing 
the energies of his own being. 


The Zodiac as the Cycle of the Planetary 
Individual 


So far we have considered zodiacal signs 
mostly from the point of view of their being 
a series of cosmic energies projected as it 
were by the Macrocosm (the Twelve 
Hierarchies) upon the microcosm; in other 
words as a series of formative operations, 
or phases of the building of this microcosm. 
This is the equatorial-collective viewpoint. 
But we can also think of the zodiac as the 
cycle of houses of the planetary individual 
who “dwells at the North Pole,” and for whom 
a year is as a day, with six months of sun- 
light (Aries to Libra) and six months of 
darkness (Libra to Aries); at least theoret- 
ically speaking. From such a standpoint the 
zodiac becomes interpreted in terms of con- 
sciousness—rather than in terms of energy. 

Such a consciousness-interpretation is most 
valuable, as it brings the signs of the Zodiac 
in relation to the houses, and thus an inter- 
penetration of meaning is shown which helps 
us to understand much of the confused tradi- 


tional statements as to the significance of both 
houses and signs. Besides, a sort of algebraic 
formula is thus evolved which can easily be 
shown, to be the understructure underneath all 
dramatic and mythological interpretations of 
the zodiac known to students of astrology and 
occultism. The most remarkable of these in- 
terpretations is undoubtedly the one detailed 
in Sampson’s book “The Zodiac.” Alice 
Bailey gave another traditional interpretation 
when relating, in a series of lectures, the story 
of the Twelve Labours of Hercules. Her- 
cules is the Sun, and his Twelve Labours are 
the twelve cosmic operations of the zodiac 
seen from a regenerative, rather than forma- 
tive, standpoint. 

In ordinary astrology works the zodiacal 
signs are presented as the basic factors of 
significance and the houses model their mean- 
ings after them. But from our standpoint we 
find in the twelve-fold pattern of the dial of 
houses a most basic formula of individual un- 
foldment; and it is this pattern—a purely ab- 
stract one—which establishes the most univer- 
sal series of meanings, It is of course purely 
a numerological pattern dealing with the sig- 
nificance of the numbers from 1 to 12 inclu- 
sive; but the numbers are made significant 
by being projected, as it were, geometrically. 
This projection is the wheel or dial of houses. 
Aries becomes thus significant because of be- 
ing an equatorial-organic projection of No. 1; 
Taurus, of No. 2, etc., up to Pisces, as No. 12. 
The axis 1-6 represents the dualism of self 
and not-self, of “I and Thou.” The axis 
4-7 represents the dualism of experience: sub- 
jective experience and objective experience; 
—or of private and public behavior. We hope 
that the following table will make the matter 
clear, and we apologize for the terseness of 
the above formulation, which we shall ampli- 
fy at.some later date. As Carter writes: 


“The task of interpreting the zodiacal 
script has been attempted by many writ- 
ers, each approaching the work from his 
own standpoint. It is far from my desire 
even tacitly to differ from their conclu- 
sions or to seek to supersede anything 
written before. The contents of the Cir- 
cle of Zodiacal Wisdom are inexhaustible, 
and present all-various aspects of the in- 
tegrality of Truth.” 

“The Zodiac and the Soul.” p. 14. 


The last sentence of this quotation gives us 
the clue to much that could be developed at 
length; especially the term “contents” The 
Zodiac represents, we said, the element of 
“substance.” But substance means also con- 
tents. The Zodiac gives us a knowledge of 
the life-contents of every living entity. The 
Houses tell us the manner in which these con- 
tents are distributed in a form of selfhood and 
destiny. The Planets are focal points for 
and symbols of all life-activities. The De- 
grees give us a clue to the inherent creative 
significance of all activities and all focaliza- 
tions.

It is one of the facts of our present situ- 
ation, nationally and economically, that 
there are not enough jobs to go around. So 
long as this unfortunate condition is al- 
lowed to exist, the jobs which are available 
will go to those men and women who are 
best suited to handle them. Every man 
and woman, therefore, owes it to himself, 
in this increasingly difficult competition for 
work, to know what job he is best fitted to 
do, and how he can best approach the get- 
ting and keeping of that job. The jobs 
now available will go to those men and 
women who know what they want, and 
who aim at a type of job which they are 
preeminently fitted, by nature, to do, and 
who approach the getting and keeping of 
a job with the maximum of self-knowledge, 
and a firm conviction that they are aiming 
at a goal which they are temperamentally 
and constitutionally competent of attaining. 

The present series of articles is designed 
to explain certain salient phases of the hor- 
oscope in the light of this Vocational view 
of things. Naturally, a study of the indi- 
vidual horoscope from the viewpoint of vo- 
cational aptitude will disclose the maximum 
with respect to any individual. But every- 
one does not know how to cast and read his 
own chart—and it is extremely likely that 
most of the people who most sorely need this 
guidance—that is, the Unemployed—cannot 
afford to have the detailed work done indi- 
vidually. It is for this reason that AMERICAN 
AsTROLOGY brings you this series of articles, 
outlining in general terms—but still as spe- 
cifically as possible—the rules and findings 
by which a vocational analysis of the horo- 
scope can be made. 

The five planets which have been found 
to have most important dominion over vo- 
cational aptitudes are Saturn, Mars, Moon, 
Sun, and Mercury. The order of their nam- 
ing is roughly the order of their importance, 
although inasmuch as each governs a dif- 
ferent phase of the native’s life and employ- 
ability, they are really of nearly parallel 
consequence. It will not do to rely on the 
indications of Saturn, for example, without 
taking into consideration also the indica- 
tions also of the Moon. The five planets, and 
the horoscope as a whole, must be synthe- 


sized. In a general way, however, the plan- 
ets named above indicated and control the 


following phases of the native’s vocational 
aptitudes: 


SATURN Saturn provides the key, and 
foundation, of vocational aptitudes, first 
by his house position, and then by his 
aspects. He points out, by his house 
position, Ist, the spot in the native’s 
personality which needs exercise, and 
the employment which will best exer- 
cise it and develop the personality of 
the native to its maximum efficiency. 

2nd, what the native may expect even- 
tually as the result of his work, if he 
Starts it along the lines indicated by 
Saturn. 

MARS Mars lays out the line by which 
Saturn's energies may be most satis- 
factorily released, the direction they will 
take, and the distance they will go. 

MOON The Moon indicates the Capacity 
of the native, his internal aims, and the 
success with which he can manifest them 
—that is, the internal cooperation of 
the native with the foundation of 
Saturn on the one hand, and the energy, 
direction, and distance of Mars on the 
other hand. 


SUN The Sun gives the type of employ- 
ment which the physical equipment of 
the native fits him for, decides if he is 
likely to be subordinate or executive, in- 
tellectual or physical, manual or mental, 
etc 

MERCURY Mercury establishes both the 
nature of the commercial spirit, the 
native's inclination toward business and 
occupation as such, and to some extent 
his nervous capacity and whether it will 
lead him to detail, large concepts, co- 
operativeness, tact, independence, etc. 


Saturn, providing the foundation, is our 
first consideration. Study of many horo- 
Scopes has convinced us that the career 
which starts under the demands of Saturn 
develops to the fullest and best extent, while 
the career starting from another point usu- 
ally is forced back at some time, to take 
a new start, or gather final impetus, from 
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the point in the horoscope where Saturn 
is located by house position at birth. Thus 
the boy starting out in life gets his best 
start—though it usually seems a slow and 
poor beginning to him—if he starts where 
Saturn tells him to. Similarly the man or 
woman at middle life who finds himself out 
of work, will do well to seek employment 
along the lines indicated by Saturn, even if 
he thinks himself specifically unfitted for 
the work laid out, or if he thinks he will not 
like it or be happy in it. It requires char- 
acter to make such a change, and it re- 
quires some faith to plunge into an uncon- 
genial, and strange occupation; but much 
unemployment is due to the fact that square 
pegs are trying to fit themselves into round 
holes, and the ability to find the correct 
niche is likely to be limited by people’s fixed 
and generally erroneous conception of their 
own abilities and limitations, by their un- 
willingness to enter a new field, by their 
pet theories about themselves which have 
a way of persisting despite the fact that ob- 
jective events do little to support them. 


The horoscope provides you with the nec- 
essary objective and impersonal clue to your 
own capabilities, a clue that you might seek 
for, in introspection, for a long time in 
vain. 

The accompanying table of Saturn’s dic- 
tates, according to house position gives you 
the beginning of this Vocational Guidance 
Astrology. Do not be surprised if you find 
that the line of endeavor mapped out for 
you is specifically at variance with what 
you think of as your best possibilities. The 
perversity of Saturn’s influence frequently— 
in fact usually—makes this the case. Yet 
jn your search for a job, or for greater suc- 
cess in the job you have; or in your search 
for progress in the changing of employment, 
give this Saturn Starting Point serious con- 
sideration. Amazingly, things develop rap- 
idly from these starting points as indicated 
by Saturn; and when the series is completed, 
and you have the foundation of Saturn, with 
the superstructure of Mars, Moon, Sun, and 
Mercury, you will find a very complete pic- 
ture of your vocational aptitudes, and the 
path by which your success, in whatever 
field of ‘activity you are working, may most 
easily, satisfactorily, and permanently, be 
achieved. 

(There follows here the Table of Saturn’s 
Vocational Influence, according to his House 
position.) 


SATURN IN ist HOUSE* 


Vocational bias 

This native inclines to timidity and fear, 
and therefore seeks security in a subordinate 
capacity, or in some type of work that in- 
yolves permanence or little risk. 


Traits needful of development for success. 


Must develop independence, and courage; 
overcome an inferiority complex. This 
native, against all his reserved inclinations, 
should strike out on his own, thus bringing 
the power of Saturn to its fullest strength. 
Must gain self confidence. 


Type of work for best start 


. This native should start life on his own, 
in a business or locality where he will be 
responsible for his own acts and where he 
will have to make his own decisions. Should 
seek a job in which he will be forced to de- 
cide things for himself, control others to some 
extent, and stand on his own feet. 


Eventual aim should be 


He should aim either to control of his 
own business; high executive duties under 
some large organization; or, after a busi- 
ness career, or some development of inde- 
pendence, to some work dealing with other 
people and influencing them, such as art, 
literature, publishing, etc. 


SATURN IN 2nd HOUSE 


Vocational bias 


Somewhat parasitic—the world owes me 
a living type. Frequently (if well aspected) 
protected from economic want; therefore usu- 
ally not sufficiently concerned with money— 
willing to take it from others. 


Traits needful of development for success 


Must develop the commercial attitude and 
the bias of working for pay—and of insist- 
ing on being adequately paid. Must learn 
to pay his own way; also the benefits of 
thrift and conservation of financial resources. 
Small starts making big endings here; must 
avoid tendency to gain money by gambling 
or in any way without effort. 


Type of work for best start 


Any work with a salary; like 12th house, 
must avoid willingness to be imposed on; 
should do piece work, perhaps, which re- 
quires strict accountability, both to employer 
and to self, for time and money. Any job 
where value of money is driven home 
through work is helpful. Rapid advance- 
ment usually will follow this willingness to 
work for pay, and to start in a small way. 
Saving and thrift increase the personal poise 
and magnetically attract success. 


Eventual aim should be 


Executive direction of money, as in the 
position of treasurer or comptroller; in 
natives not equipped for this type of work 
because of other executive limitations, book- 
keeper, auditor, bank employe. Should seek 
advancement directly in line with the mak- 
ing and handling of money—should always 
seek to earn, and never to win money or 
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get it by easy methods, despite the fact that 
the gambling tendency is strong. 


SATURN IN 3rd HOUSE 


Vocational bias 


Flexible nature—opportunist—u sually 
means an easy career. 


Traits needful of development for success 


These natives tend to strike out before 
their education is complete and usually need 
strict mental discipline which they do not 
allow themselves to get. For highest de- 
velopment, the mind must be trained, either 
through education, or through self-develop- 
ment independent of formal education. 


Type of work for best start 


This type should start life doing some 
job that requires mental accuracy, detail 
work of an intellectual, logical, or mathema- 
tical nature, although the inclination is to 
get into a job that relies on the wits and 
inspirational faculties (writing, advertising) 
etc. Work that trains the mind both to think 
and concentrate, even to the point of 
drudgery, is best. 


Eventual aim should be 


Once the mind is trained, most things are 
possible to these natives—success comes 
from their quickness and perceptive quali- 
ties, whether in business, the professions, or 
the arts; but these perceptive qualities la- 
bor at a disadvantage till the mind is 
trained strictly in reasons, facts, and knowl- 
edge. After that, personal work brings rec- 
ognition. Executive work should not be 
sought until late in life; producing is their 
aim and satisfaction, rather than directing. 


SATURN IN 4th HOUSE 


Vocational bias 


Seeks authority—like 10th house, a career- 
ist, but with more difficulties to overcome. 


Traits needful of development for success 


Home environment and something in the 
heredity must be overcome—a psychological 
bias takes native away from home to which 
however he is attached. Early influences 
tend to make it psychologically difficult for 
him to establish a home; yet he needs a 
home, and will reach his highest develop- 
ment and sphere of influence from the rock- 
base of a permanently established home. 


Type of work for best start 

Usually a roving type, filled with the wan- 
derlust—a soldier of fortune. Eventually, 
for success, must settle and start far down 
and work up. Usually seeks influence of 
personal, rather than executive type, unlike 
10th house. 4th wants to manage minds; 
10th wants to manage men, This native 
rises slowly but surely. 


Eventual aim should be 


Security, contentment, peace. Should use 
career to establish home in security. Must 
beware of discontent due to stopping of in- 
fluence—must be willing to retire when pace 
gets too swift, and should aim constantly at 
an economic competence for the end of his 
days. Should resist temptations to power, 
and be content with a private knowledge of 
success and influence. Graceful retirement 
from business prevents loss. 


SATURN IN 5th HOUSE 


Vocational bias 

Also a “spoiled child” position, more in- 
sidious than the 11th house Saturn. In- 
verted psychic bias, wants to succeed on own 
—a symptom of inferiority complex. Ali- 
enates aid by being less genial to those 
who can help than is necessary. 


Traits needful of development for success 


Must overcome the fetish of independence. 
This is the type that insults powerful people 
from subconscious feeling that by so doing 
he proves that he is not kowtowing. So- 
cial contacts can be powerfully used by this 
person once he realizes his own worth, to a 
sufficient extent to stop worrying about the 
help he gets; he must become so convinced, 
internally, of his worth, that he deems it 
right that he should be helped to its ex- 
pression. 


Type of work for best start 


Assistant or associate of a friend or rela- 
tive, in professional work or perhaps in busi- 
ness. Social secretary; a sinecure or "pull" 
job of political nature gives this native a 
good perspective on life, and he can usually 
get it. From there he goes on. 


Eventual aim should be 

Personal recognition, in professional or 
artistic career. If business, then persona 
work, like 11th house, or work in which the 
native controls others. The ambition here 
is so personalized, however, that the native 
generally wants an artistic or a professional 
career. Strong personality can achieve the 
help of others when the native learns tact 


.and conventionality. 


SATURN IN 6th HOUSE** 


Vocational bias 

Dislikes work, or thinks himself above it; 
feels that he can go farther by more spec- 
tacular methods than merely holding a job. 


Traits needful of development for success 

Perseverance in work must be learned 
plus the value of work as a character builder. 
This native’s success depends largely on 
how cheerfully he can learn to earn a liv- 
ing in an ordinary routine manner. 
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Type of work for best start 


Must start at some time at the bottom, 
in a small job—anything will do. Hard work 
here propitiates the gods, lays the founda- 
tions for self expression, manual labor, hard 
physical work, long hours build the char- 
acter. The actual type of employment doesn’t 
matter—unskilled labor: will do. 


Eventual aim should be 


May look for rise out of work to almost 
anything, once the mind and spirit are at- 
tuned to the necessity of work. Personal ex- 
pression, such as art; or professional ex- 
Pression (medicine, law) are likely, but 
native must first learn value of hard work 
and allow his more private aims to wait. 


SATURN IN 7th HOUSE** 
Vocational bias 
This native inclines to too great inde- 
pendence of spirit; must learn cooperation. 


Traits needful of development for success 


Must learn cooperation, tact ; and can do 
this best by learning to get along with others 
in business. 


Type of work for best start 


Executive partnership, even if on a small 
scale to begin. Should not immediately try 
to go out for himself; should cooperate with 
established house in executive capacity even 
though small. 


Eventual aim should be 


Partnership-directorship or own business; 
or on another plane, cooperating and exec- 
utive assistant to big man. Wins through 
cooperation; attracts help of partner and the 
public better in company with another. 


SATURN IN 8th HOUSE** 


Vocational bias 


Inclines to great—too great—financial in- 
dependence. Opportunities lost through this; 
has a strong feeling for personal integrity 
and independence in money matters. 


Traits needful of development for success 


Must learn the business value of combin- 
ing forces; should use credit to achieve the 
eventual independence he wishes. Way likely 
to be blocked by his effort to pull himself up 
by the bootstraps, when outside help is 
there for the taking. ` 


Type of work for best start 


Financial support from the outside will 
usually be available to this native, who does 
not want to take it. He should take it, and 
use it. Financial partnership desirable; let 
him be backed by others in business, handle 
other people's money. Like the second 
house, he should deal in money directly. 


Eventual aim should be 


Bank authority, or financial trust by other 
people, as in the director of a company, may 
be expected to eventuate from this—the 
willingness to accept from others builds 
trust in the native from the public, and he 
is likely to find himself in some position as 
custodian of funds. Should have partners 
in enterprises; this is a position for big 
business and profitable' dealings with the 
public, once the cooperative spirit is firmly 
embedded. 


SATURN IN 9th HOUSE 
Same as in 3rd House. 


SATURN IN 10th HOUSE 


Vocational bias 


The careerist par excellence—jumps to au- 
thority—needs authority and generally gets 
it. 

Traits needful of development for success 

This native needs to develop no traits for 
achieving success—he knows how to do that 
by instinct—but he needs very much to de- 
velop restraint if he wants to keep success. 
Arrogance is his downfall, along with over- 
weening self confidence. He must beware of 
these, especially after his 28th year. Before 
that time, they help; later they tend to tear 
him down if he does not curb them. 


Type of work for best start 
Anything—usually „rises quickly. 
tive from the start, in most cases. 


Eventual aim should be 


Consolidation of position. This is very 
important, for the tendency is to try to 
progress forever, even in the face of odds. At 
a point of power and security, this native 
should cease expanding, and consolidate his 
forces, and should start his career with early 
retirement in view. - 


Execu- 


SATURN IN 11th HOUSE 


Vocational bias 


Depends on others; likely to be the posi- 
tion of a spoiled child; expects success, but 
expects it through others—looks for appoint- 
ments, luck and the like. Aims powerfully 
implanted; expects success through influ- 
ence of others—"pull". 


Traits needful of development for success 


Independence from associates and friends 
—should work for strangers and forge own 
way. This is a more independent position 
than the 1st house Saturn, less independent 
than the 7th; it attracts the help of others, 
but the career is hurt by trying to work for 
friends, and by making of friends in connec- 
tion with business. Must stand aloof from

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The Stranger Within

Humanity lives and is capable of advance- 
ment because of confidence, hope, and happi- 
ness; man has a pledge of assurance in just 
the simple fact that he is! He must con- 
sciously develop thoughts to safeguard this 
restful and given security, making it more per- 
sonal, more evident. The Stranger Within 
has within itself, the dynamic force for the 
intensifying of this deep-seated confidence, so, 
if a perfect union is established, the trans- 
cendent energy will be set in motion. Every- 
thing that tends to delay this union is an evil, 
a poison, to thwart and crush soul growth! 

The sustaining food for soul growth, may 
come from many sources, the fine offerings 
from the masters clarifying desires and dis- 
pelling delusions concerning life—to ascertain 
the special gifts for a person, there should be 
a thorough understanding of one’s sign, a dis- 
secting of the characteristics so portrayed— 
then meditate deeply upon these masters as 
offered for the native. Are you of the time of 
year when the sign is Scorpio? Extending 
from October 23rd to about November 21st: 
have I said this is a difficult sign for you, 
perhaps the words complicated and extremely 
exacting will explain the importance of the 
sign more fully. Let us recall the symbolic 
story as told by the Greeks, when they related 
the ride of Phaeton, son of Phoebus, which is 
really an account of man’s journey through 
evolution. 

The center of the Zodiac is the sun, giver of 
light and heat, necessary for maintainance 
of life, as we of this earth exist. The plan 
for existence upon other planets, we do not 
know, certain atmospheric and light condi- 
tions make that which is widely different 
from our development, but for us it is in 
our plan, an absolute necessity that we 
have the life-giving sun—that is а vital 
need for this life-wave, so what more natural 
than a certain symbolism should attach to the 
sun’s power? In the Amerind, the sun is also 
regarded as life-giver or mother of life, and 
the other occupants of the heavens in lesser 
degrees of influence. That the sun and other 
heavenly bodies came to be thought of as 
possessing potency within themselves is a racial 
deterioration, the esoteric and sacred values, 
as discoverable in characteristics innate with- 
in a sign, partake of symbolism of a high 
order. I refer you here to my repeated ad- 
monition in other lectures when I counsel 
against losing sight of the state of mind as 


evoked by the use of the music and allied 
arts, and not the means used, the decline of 
power comes when this fact is lost sight of 
in one's approach to esoteric knowledge. 


It is this understanding which has brought 
to me the message from the masters, after 
years of meditation and contemplation upon 
the Amerind and his faculty for uplift, by the 
use of legends, ceremonies and music, I fin- 
ally came to comprehend that the state of 
mind evoked is when the power comes! 


'This Amerind built up information in re- 
gard to soul-advancement through his inti- 
mate contact with real nature, we are so an- 
noyed by food urge and other urges of lesser 
importance, that we have departed so piti- 
fully tar from the divinity of things, so we 
seek from simplicity and purity for some in- 
formation which may enlighten us as to the 
means for a better understanding with life. 
Perhaps the Greeks presented some of these 
spiritual Truths with a more beautiful, fas- 
cinating technique, but the same verities can 
be unearthed by the earnest student wherever 
he seeks in perfect faith 


For the approach to Scorpio, I adapt the 
lesson held within the story of Phaeton, son 
of Phoebus. It is a symbolic portraiture con- 
cerning the journey of man, from his first 
disastrous effort to exercise his attained indi- 
viduality upon the journey of life. A parable 
concerning a headstrong son, and this is the 
story: Mankind had for long, been under the 
careful guidance of higher leaders, but with 
the gift of Free Will this directing force 
could be ignored, so Phaeton (man) rejected 
warnings and held to his demand that he be 
permitted to take charge of the lofty chariot 
or vehicle of life and undertake a career 
alone! Phoebus (sun, heavenly power) at 
last consented as he realized that the Dawn 
Period was passing, and with a final warning 
of the perils to be encountered, led Phaeton 
out to begin a journey upon the Path. The 
vehicle was of the purest gold, without flaw, 
emhellishments of solid silver, of malleable 
quality, but as yet no impressions had been 
made upon these adornments, as Phaeton's de- 
velopment had been hitherto directed and 
ordered by high and impelling forces—but 
now he (man) was to be granted the amazing 
privilege of "driving" his own vehicle through 
the long, long journey which ultimately must 
arrive at the goal called perfection! 
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Youthful man gasped at the splendour of 
the medium to be used for his individual ex- 
pression! Rows of chrysolites and dazzling 
jewels, placed advantageously here and there 
for the purpose of attention and to soothe or 
stimulate. Phaeton was fascinated and in- 
trigued with thoughts of attainment, and so, 
the steeds which were to draw this splendid 
equipage were led forth, while Phoebus (the 
higher power) carefully advised keeping to 
the well-worn ruts and follow the middle- 
course—because it would be safest and best 
until Phaeton learned how to guide his ve- 
hicle drawn by such dynamic natures! Now 
these steeds (desire of good and bad) soon 
perceived that there was less restraint than 
usual upon the reins, all sorts of ideas, 
(Aries, the first sign) entered their desires 
and headlong upon the Path they plunged 
without regard for the ego who was strug- 
gling to apply some thoroughness and har- 
mony (Taurus) to the directing on the Way. 
Each sign passed, symbolizes tests, tempta- 
tions, opportunities, problems on man’s evolu- 
tionary journey—to be considered universally, 
as concerning the race, or individually, as 
touching an individual advancement. 

Gemini, mental, but flexible, Cancer, im- 
pressionable—ever Phaeton struggled to direct 
his course with his own ability, lacking there- 
by idealism or inspiration which is a necessity 
for growth—on into the midheaven where the 
heart influence of Leo, vital and with natural 
leadership, kept the swaying vehicle from 
complete failure, passing Virgo, discriminat- 
ing and quieting with Libra just ahead, 
Phaeton felt victory was certain, and could 
be accomplished of his own volition, when 
with amazement and horror the Scorpion ap- 
peared in the Path, blocking his progress! 
Instinctively, Phaeton thought only of present 
self-preservation, with no appeal for help 
blindly he did the usual human thing, avoided 
an encounter, chose the easier way and turned 
out of the Path, plunging into destruction— 
The return and radiance of power came after 
sorrows and tragedies which might have been 
avoided if Phaeton had earnestly asked for 
help. The Scorpio sign means generation and 
death (spiritual) if it is not advanced upon 
with clearness of purpose and lofty intent. 

So we know that the symbolic journey of 
Phaeton portrays for us the long road to be 
followed by man as he travels through ex- 
istence after existence, ever reaching upward 
towards perfection. There are тапу, and 
amazing possibilities within each native, to be 
developed or crushed as he passes through 
these schools (signs) of required existence; 
the most trivial, insignificant thought or feel- 
ing affects the Ego through its vehicle, the 
blood, which is made apparent in the heart- 
beat, with a corresponding impression upon 
the memory. Here we find the reason for 
our offering as discovered in music and the 
allied arts, to be used for uplift and soul- 
advancement. Each sign has concealed within 


it certain individual characteristics which 
when unearthed and diligently studied, shows 
a definite need for certain messages held by 
the masters, and these impressions are for 
those who will, to receive—not forced upon 
the native, but if he desires to take this food 
for emotional and mental sustenance that 
much easier will he advance upon the Path, 
that Path upon the Rainbow of attainment. 
The higher and more spiritual the native, the 
more clearly do the masters speak, not the 
ones best read, but the one who as “a little 
child,” asking in utmost simplicity! 

The purpose for which man is placed here, 
is that he may find his focus in this earth 
life, wisdom comes but slowly, and its gleam 
seems very tiny and often wavering and ob- 
scured, but it is there—even when the light 
appears dazzling, there is but one course to 
pursue, what is that? Oh, the Path leads ever 
upward and onward, no pause—follow the 
gleam, else wherefore born? 


Each sign brings different problems, un- 
like the other, and as we progress in our 
esoteric knowledge, so do we better grasp the 
obstacles hampering the other person’s ad- 
vancement! Thus we know that a distinct 
self-conscious Ego inhabits each physical 
body, and awaits union with all means of 
expression of that vehicle, and sympathy, 
kindliness and generosity must be accorded 
every one as he appeals for advice or help. 
So if you are of Scorpio, you must not turn 
aside from the problems confronting you, keep 
straight ahead on the Path, no middle course 
for you, of all the signs, because you must 
change that Scorpion nature to its higher 
power, which is symbolized by the soaring 
eagle! 

What does this mean? I have told you 
in a previous lecture that long, and long ago, 
there was no Libra sign, so 'tis said, and 
the Wise Ones knowing. the difficulties for 
the Initiate from the Virgo sign to the in- 
tense Scorpio, placed Libra there between, 
that balance and poise might be acquired be- 
fore advancing—there is a pronounced oppor- 
tunity for choice in this sign, perhaps because 
ruled by a martial sign, is Scorpio ever definite 
and positive, vibrant with energy. With this 
power appears the eagle symbol, a decision ie 
imperative, no half-way measures, either one 
or the other, advance or retreat! Passing 
Libra the pilgrim has learned the value of 
determination, also that in abstract values, 
elusive though they seem, he will discover 
there is nothing impossible for the Scorpion 
native, what he decrees or desires will be 
given; that does not mean fame or fortune, 
if you have not earned those gifts they will 
not be yours, but it means that each one 
must live to the utmost ability of the sign, 
the essence of each thought, act, desire built 
into "more stately mansions" and the rest 
will follow, will be added to your achieve- 
ments. 
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In the symbolism, as expressed by the 
Greeks, we learned that man was out on his 
journey toward perfection, alone, he fell into 
the Path of generatión and death (destruc- 
tion) but inspiration, as personified by fire 
from heaven, was brought to him by Pro- 
metheus, representative of higher desires and 
vision (forethought). So with this gift from 
the eagle, man knew he had the power to soar 
above lower barriers placed in his Path by 
the Scorpion attributes, up to a being regen- 
erated and made radiant through the fire as 
brought from the heaven world. The fire 
will come through more than one channel, but 
the masters have been placed in this world 
for each of you, their offerings are Pro- 
methean and it remains for each native to 
accept the messages. 

The three masters for you of this sign are 
of the highest, though I present all three 
names to you in this lecture, it is the only 
time I find it fitting to so do; Beethoven, 
Michael Angelo, Browning—a trinity of mar- 
velous and brilliant masters! Beethoven, of 
superlative genius, ranged from inauspicious 
beginnings through glorious struggles to 
eternal grandeur, finally “when he no longer 
heard human sounds he listened to the voice 
within :” 


Each day. he did his work, doubt was 
slow to clear, discords overwhelmed, 

His problems were hard to bear, the di- 
vine harmonies came slowly, 

But he said his lines, did his act of weal 

and woe; 

And God made of him a master, gave him 
a supernal message and now, 

The rest may take the message, ’tis the 
masters who know! 


Michael Angelo? Robert Browning? Fit- 
ting in their correlation to Beethoven what 
more is there to say? 

Under the Libra sign, we admonished the 
student to seek for an inner meaning within 
the attributes of the Scandinavian rhythms, 
because of the positive and rugged character 
of these compositions, the native could find 
the essence of experiences for poise and bal- 
ance. With the poignancy of desire, (as 
found within the hunger of the Stranger 
Within) for expression, the native Libran 
wastes his divine energy because that inner self 
lacks the pure simplicity which is absolutely es- 
sential before development comes!  Longíel- 
low himself, for many years sought for forms 
by which he might express his inner poetic 
thought—and where did he discover a 
rhythmic structure fitted for balanced and 
poised expression? With the Finnish peo- 
ple—though they are not Scandinavian, as I 
have explained before, there is ever the simi- 
larity between these two, of communion with 
nature in perfect freedom, resourcefulness, 
and a quietness of self-criticism which makes 
for that balanced union, which must be at- 


tained between the emotional Libran and the 
Ego, which is the Stranger Within! 'The 
creative instinct will often be disturbed, but 
through definite and continued communion 
with the music as suggested, with the clear 
and self-discerning poems of Whitman will 
come the realization that a perfect pattern 
will be found for independent and balanced 
self-expression. 

The strength and ability to create must be 
cultivated, and as the art expression is a most 
intimate form, so:it is for those under cer- 
tain signs to know their characteristics suffi- 
ciently to advance by way of these Art Path- 
ways—so in the native Libran is the longing 
for balance that he may acquire a firmer grip 
upon Life. 

The more profound philosophers have ever 
sought for that which would quicken the 
progress of man to superman, understanding 
and admitting that some mode of living would 
lead ultimately to the divine: to natures with- 
in constantly in a discordant attitude to the 
other. 'The conflict is sensed more and more 
clearly by each individual as spiritual awak- 
ening takes place—that Stranger Within must 
patiently await the union between the outer 
and the inner! All masters have given of 
their best to help, Goethe, the Initiate, in his 
poem Faust, shows us that the soul-need has 
ever been recognized by those far on the 
Path: 


"Thou by one sole impulse art possessed, 
Unconscious of the other still remain. 
Two souls, alas, are housed within my 
breast, 
And struggle there for undivided reign. 
One to the earth with passionate desire, 
And closely clinging organs still adheres; 
Above the mists the other doth aspire 
With sacred ardour unto purer spheres.” 


Do you see the conflict? A struggle to be 
welcomed, not shunned, it should be a happy 
and joyful encounter—each native studying 
his sign, hopefully seeking for inspirations and 
materials for advancement towards perfect 
union with the one within. Listen to the 
Stranger Within, do not disregard yearnings, 
intuitive longings, nurture them all, gleams 
will appear, and finally—attainment. 

The head of the English department of a 
certain graduate school spoke to me recently 
of Browning, in a strange way—remarking 
that this poet is now archaic and disre- 
garded—questioning him pointedly, I found 
that the man did not read Browning, had no 
desire for the approach to him, which must 
be along spiritual lines. Browning abstruse? 
Yes, he would be to a closed mind, perhaps 
quite incomprehensible, but in and out flash 
the esoteric messages from this master for 
the soaring qualities of the Scorpio sign. 


“But here is the finger of God, a flash of 
the will that can, 
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Existent behind all laws, that made them, 
and lo, they are! 

And I know not if, save in this, such 
gift be allowed to man, 

That out of three sounds he frame, not a 
fourth sound, but a star. 
Have we withered or agonized? 

Why else was the pause prolonged, but 
that singing might issue thence? 

Why rushed the discords in, but that har- 
mony should be prized?” 


Do you see the help there for you, read and 
- re-read that you may know “the pause pro- 
longed” is the real time for you to meditate 
deeply and spiritually for the response from 
within, which will lift you above the accidents 
of being into that state which is majestically 
good and constructive for you. A powerful 
and dynamic trio for you of this most diff- 
cult sign—Beethoven, Michael Angelo, Brown- 
ing, teeming with such power and help that 
understood by you, the final singing will be 
of brilliancy unsurpassed, the Scorpion native 
must not be inactive, the watchwords are 
heroism, fearlessness, regeneration, fulfill- 
ment. 

Because of these challenging words, you of 
the sign know there is nothing indefinite or 
elusive about your problems—there must be 
active seeking for the finest culture, with Em- 
erson we agree: “Culture opens the sense of 
beauty—a man is a beggar who lives only to 
the useful—beauty illumines and uplifts,” so 
for you only the most enlightened of the mas- 
ters. I do not mention the lower propensities 
of the sign, we must turn away from them 

-and live, live by high confidence and lofty 
hope in our prayerful determination to fol- 
low the gracious plan as outlined for us! 

Our theme for this lecture seems to be con- 

fidence and hope, so vital for this sign—faith 
without works is completely dead and might 
as well be discarded, know your squares or 
problems, conquer them by being so busy with 
' your natural gifts and qualities of a positive 
order that fear or failure just cannot exist 
within you. We have a well-known man in 
our country now who welcomes attacks and 
problems, ever on the alert to overcome ob- 
stacles and gradually he is overcoming tre- 
mendous obstacles—he. is a Scorpio—rising. 
If you wish to enter the high places by high 
achievement and reward, just walk up to fears 
as come to every one of this sign, and defy 
these squares to close the way—you have 
earned both good and bad in your life—and 
the application of the therapeutics of music 
and the allied arts furnish the best inspira- 
tional method for teaching self-knowledge 
and emotional balance. Know your self, that 
will show you the innate sources of strength, 
recognize, admit, apply all good within you, 
make every possible contact with the finest 
offerings of your special masters—so will you 
build something permanent and lasting, that is 
not made of temporary material, and then? 


Oh, then, you keep right on, because the 
Stranger. Within is known to you and in per- 
fect harmony, you will sing songs of praise, 
gladness, peace! Love and service opens the 
heart, accents the hope for others, and ever 
must you feel deep within yourself that these 
masters will aid you in your effort to reach 
heights of which you now are unconscious 
even exist! Be glad that : 


“A spark disturbs our clod? and ever 
“welcome each rebuff, 

That turns earth’s smoothness rough, 

Each sting that bids nor sit nor stand 
but go! | 

Be our joy three-parts pain 

Strive and hold cheap the strain; 

Learn, nor account the pang; dare, never 
grudge the throe.” 


Does Browning not inspire you and belong 
to you of the sign? Michael Angelo expresses 
forceful achievement and bestows the power 
to avoid morbid sentiment, Beethoven con- 
tinued through all of his life with ever 
heightened earnestness and purpose. I at- 
tempt to keep before my readers or listeners 
the thought that these masters were all as 
blazing lights along evolution’s rough way, 
each in advance of his time, surely, but if 
they had not been, how could we know them 
as masters? Because of this transcendent 
quality the lesser ones faded—the masters 


`Were of different fiber, oh, very different. 


Regardless of any opposition, of severity, 
often cruelty, they pushed on through dense 
ignorance, leaving messages for those who 
sought the Gleam, that in turn other masters 
could arrive. These three for you, meditate, 
contemplate, until mental images are yours. 
Abstract effects? Yes, but renew the impres- 
sions until they become a part of your soul- 
consciousness, then will you be capable of dis- 
covering about you a paradise where all is 
spiritual inspiration. 

The three here discussed were almost cy- 
clonic in power, they radiated it, lived tre- 
mendously, expressing force and power in 
their productions—often misunderstood, so— 
natives of the sign, you have a task com- 
parable to the ones assigned Hercules. Re- 
member Phaeton could of himself do nothing, 
had he appealed for inspiration, he would 
have been fortified against the Scorpion dross, 
would have risen upon the power of the eagle- 
like quality of the sign. Phaeton (man) 
would not have been forced to return by so 
devious and tragic ways to regeneration, to 
escape from the turbulence of the lower na- 
ture! ` 
Scorpio is a watery sign, ruled by the fier 
and dynamic Mars—fire and water! Steam? 
But is not steam fraught with power? I have 
only to ask that question and immediately you 
are filled with thoughts of ability for a never- 
ending good. Scorpio can carry you along 
destructive or constructive paths farther than

It is perhaps not too much to say that of 
all the signs in the zodiac, Cancer may look 
forward to this year with the maximum of 
confidence, optimism, and contentment. 


NEPTUNE 


Mentality, Relatives, Communications, 
Š Journeys 


The position of Neptune in Virgo, in the 
third house of the Cancer solar nativity, has 
been dealt with in detail in an earlier issue of 
American Astrology. During this year, the 
highly intuitive vibration from this planet is 
given constructive and practical force and di- 
rection by the transit of Saturn in Pisces, in 
opposition to this planet Neptune, and in trine 
to the Cancer ascendant. Plans which hitherto 
have been growing under the surface and taking 
form in your consciousness may now be ex- 
pected to come forth into the light of day, 
and to become practically manifest. Intuitions 
now will assume realistic form, and you will 
be able to put into practice what hitherto 
may have been a dream, or a vision merely. 
Visions now incline to become real; and your 
scope, especially in intellectual and literary 
matters, broadens noticeably: it is a time of 
mental expansion, of increasing influence—a 
time when that which was within externalizes 
itself, and gains recognition on a higher plane, 
and in a wider circle, than heretofore. The 
mind will be quick, active, a little inclined to 
the Neptunian confusion which this third 
house position is bound to bring; but now this 
confusion, under the yoke of the clear-think- 
ine Saturn, tends to disappear noticeably, as 
the practical side of your mind makes itself 


felt, aided and abetted by the strong intuitionai 
faculties that are now at your command. This 
is a time when vou will definitely learn to har- 
ness, and use to constructive advantage, all 
the remarkable powers of insight which are 
indigenous to the Cancer native, and which 
this position of Neptune emphasizes. Now, 
instead of being a haze, or an obscuring mist, 
your intuitions and instincts are put sternly 
to work, for the speeding up of your progress: 
now, in a word, the Internal Man, the sub- 
jective consciousness, is brought into line 
and focus with the external and practical 
world, and “hits on all six” along the road 
of advancement. Solitude, contemplation (and 
what the orientals call *Meditation") will now 
be found invaluable in your effort to gain at- 
tunement with the rhythm of things; silence, 
private analysis of problems, personal deci- 
sions reached throueh a combination of in- 
tellectual analysis and intuitive understanding 
of the forces involved—all these advance your 
position, broaden your viewpoint, widen the 
sphere of your influence. You are able now, 
by internal force, by the power of mind and 
will, and by the catching of the rhythm of 
these forces that are so harmoniously fo- 
cused in your mind, to find the fluent and 
easy path to the success you want. Keep 
your own counsel, avoid talking too much— 
for the danger of Neptune here is chiefly the 
danger of waste, and waste manifests through 
the third house in too much conversation, ir- 
relevant chatter, and nervous speech and ac- 
tion. Conservation of your mental energies 
is recommended ; and the assumption of a taci- 
turn manner, of a listening-without-speaking 
habit, will do much to increase the mental 
force which here develops. These practices 
of silence and a degree of aloofness will also 
keep in check the Neptunian confusion which, 
in an atmosphere of too much talk, tends.to 
shroud your thinking in a thick mist. Re- 
serve and poise, mentally, will prevent this, 
and bring home to you the benefits of an al- 
most mystic mental force. The times at which 
especially to be on guard against the possibility 
of confusion are as follows: Oct. 1-15; Dec. 
3-13; Feb. 1-10; Mar. 1-10; Mar 13-20 (see 
Saturn); May 26-June 8. 


URANUS 
Friends, Ambitions, Social Activities 


The 11th house position of Uranus, in your 
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solar horoscopes, polarizes your personal and 
individual nature strongly along lines indi- 
cated by friends and acquaintances, and tends 
to crystallize for you certain aims and aspira- 
tions. Unusual and influential people will now 
enter your life, and you will derive unusual 
benefits from them, and from friends of long 
standing who now appear in a different light 
than formerly. A stranger may be suddenly 
very important for this is a magnetic vi- 
bration, and attracts others. to you and_you 
to others, with swiftness and authority. Since 
the major aspects and rays to Uranus here 
are beneficial, you may expect that this in- 
fluence will be constructive, and you may go 
among people with courage and confidence, 
firm in the conviction that your impression 
on them will be correct and helpful to your 
interests. There is a definitely romantic note 
to this vibration; a curious glamor surrounds 
social matters, and there is more heart-in- 
terest in the contacts you make than there 
previously has been. Some very ideal rela- 
tionship may here be crystallized, giving a 
lift to your spirit, and filling you with ideal- 
ism, hope, and courage. Ambitions, hopes, and 
wishes—not of the routine or mundane sort, 
but of the sort that is close to your heart, 
and in line with your highest view of your- 
self—crop up in your mind with renewed vi- 
tality and energy; and you see new ways of 
coming at those things which may previously 
have appeared so remote as to be unattainable. 
In all these matters you are helped by the 
strongly magnetic, mental, and intuitional 
vibrations of Neptune, and you may expect 
this influence, coupled with that of Uranus, 
to give you unusual influence among your 
friends, so that you will derive help from 
them, and give help to them. Unusual op- 
portunities through other people come your 
way, through which both you and others 
benefit, for this is an idealistic, and coopera- 
tive type of vibration; and although your de- 
sires here are strongly individualized, you 
will find the easiest road to their achieve- 
ment lies through someone else, or through 
your cooperation with someone else. In fact, 
the only danger in this position lies in your 
susceptibility to excess individualism, or 
selfish and self-centered seeking of aims with- 
out adequate cooperation. You tend now 
somewhat to believe that “he travels the 
fastest who travels alone’—yet you should 
bear in mind that with the powerful Uranus 
sending his ray through your department of 
friendship, your easiest and most constructive 
contact with that ray lies through the me- 
dium of a friend—conceivably someone in 
whom you are romantically or emotionally in- 
terested. Through selflessness here you catch 
the highest, swiftness, and most constructive 
note of Uranus; while through rampant “rug- 
ged individualism,” you tend to dissipate 
his force in temperament seeking to escape 
that very inter-dependence which is the key- 
note both of Uranus, and of the 11th house 


which he now occupies. The dangers of this 
unconventional, individualistic, self-centered 
Uranus will be strongest at the following 
times: July 22-Aug. 15; Nov. 8-14; Dec. 1-15; 
Jan. 19-25; Feb. 20-27; Apr. 1-10 and Apr. 
19-27; May 5-13; July 16-Aug. 4. These are 
temperamental periods, in which you should 
seek specifically to cooperate, and to bring your 
intuitive faculties in line with the rhythm 
of those around you, as well as of the rhythm 
which you conceive to be peculiarly your own. 
You will find that the rhythm of your world 
and of those around you is inseparable from 
the rhythm of your own best interests; and 
that especially those in whom you are ro- 
mantically and emotionally interested are valu- 
able to you, and that by protecting them from 
hurt you let in the Uranian ray in its most 
constructive and progressive form. 


SATURN 


Mentality, Communications, Publications, 
Publicity, Long Journeys 


Saturn here in Pisces, in the ninth house 
of your solar nativity, climbs resolutely to- 
ward your midheaven, paving the way for 
your increased prestige and influence, and 
increasing your scope and authority as he 
lays the groundwork for the support of your 
position. Your mind deepens, becomes broad, 
serious, and sober of judgment; and matters 
connected with law, travel, publishing, adver- 
tising, and all forms of publicity are strongly 
working in your favor. Coming within orb 
of the mystic Neptune, Saturn here gives you 
(as indicated under Neptune) a domination 
over his less desirable tendencies, and the abil- 
ity to extract from his vibrations those quali- 
ties which contribute to your more complete 
understanding both of yourself and your 
world. You are eager now for power and 
success, and feel within your grasp, as your 
sphere of influence broadens, in whatever 
walk of life you may be, and those around 
you incline to listen to you carefully, and to 
give what you say serious consideration. This 
is a time of the feeling of power, a satisfy- 
ing and contentment-giving feeling, when the 
consciousness of your ability is strong, and 
you are able to find the way to get those 
abilities constructively across to the world. 
The flow of ideas is even and continuous, and 
your physical body is well in harmony with 
the strict demands your mind makes on it; 
you are relaxed, efficient, energetic, and can 
put into practice the plans that come into your 
head. In a business way, it seems as if, with 
the exit of Saturn from Aquarius and your 
eighth house, certain financial restrictions 
have dropped away, and the entire configura- 
tion in your horoscope now, centering in this 
position of Saturn in a mental house, sug- 
gests content, relaxation, and natural prog- 
ress. The only unsatisfactory note is struck 
by the suggestion that this may be a too re- 
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laxed position—that things may become too 
easy—that the fluency of success may tend to 
make you self-satisfied, arrogant, and careless 
of the details in which your best interests are 
bound up. This is a configuration that makes 
for pride, self-satisfaction, and arrogance— 
arrogance not so much personally, to those 
around you or to those under your scope of 
influence; but the internal arrogance which 
is sure of its luck, and which therefore 
tempts Providence. It suggests the pride that 
goeth before a fall, and it warns that even 
the most smoothly running of engines will 
burn out its parts if it is not given the at- 
tention it needs, if oil is not fed to it, and 
if the driver thinks that because it is run- 
ning smoothly now, it will run smoothly for- 
ever. Your mind now thinks in large terms, 
in high generalities, in large schemes and 
ambitions, and you will have to hold yourself 
strictly to the little, petty details, which under 
these influences seem so trying because they 
seem irrelevant. But they are not irrelevant. 
They are the minute particles from which the 
foundation stones of greatness are made; and 
the firmness, the sureness of your position 
here must not be allowed to blind you to the 
importance of detail. There is no ocean with- 
out its contributing rivulets; no mountain 
without its foothills—no success without its 
details, and its annoyances.

These should not be important, 
because as has been previously pointed out, 
the major and long-sustained aspects to Sat- 
urn here are favorable; but coming as they 
do in the midst of progress and feelings of 
well-being, the slightly depressed and con- 
fused periods are likely to catch you un- 
awares. The danger here is that, through 
self-confidence and assurance, you will at- 
tempt to drive through these less fluent pe- 
riods without heeding the STOP, LOOK and 
LISTEN signs; and a good rule to follow is 
to allow yourself to relax and withdraw from 
aggressive activities when you feel either 
depressed or inexplicably baffled. These pe- 
riods should be brief, and their effect slight 
—but you can minimize their dangers by com- 
promising with circumstances, and with your 
own temperament, and by holding in check 
your energies and your nervous enthusiasms, 
at the times when you do not feel mentally 
your best self.

ment. Aside from these times, however—and 
to be forewarned against them is to be fore- 
armed— Saturn. supports you excellently, pro- 
viding impetus to your progress, and enabl- 
ing you to carry out many plans that have 
long been near to your heart. 


JUPITER 


Internal Magnetism, Romance, Social 
Matters, Luck 


The fifth house position of Jupiter in your 
solar nativity is the sign Scorpio (till Nov. 9, 
1935) is more or less insurance that you will 
be able to get the most, both materially and 
personally, out of the other beneficial vibra- 
tions that have been hitherto dealt with. Here 
Jupiter makes you social, genial, magnetic, al- 
lowing you to express through your contacts 
with other people the best of the Uranian vi- 
bration in your llth house of friends; and 
enabling you to focus the mental and business 
benefits of Neptune and Saturn so as to pro- 
vide you with the maximum of internal sat- 
isfaction with the progress you are making. 
In other words, it insures that you will be 
contented with the pace of your progress, as 
well as with the direction it is taking; it in- 
sures against discontent through attuning 
you, cheerfully and constructively with your 
environment; and it increases your charm 
and personality so as to make other people 
eager, and glad, to do what they can for you. 
To unmarried people, this may well be the 
aspect that will bring some large, important 
and possibly permanent romance; while to 
married people it indicates pleasure through 
children, or younger people; increased, and 
very pleasant, social activity; and some de- 
gree of prosperity in connection with the 
home. It is financially a somewhat extrava- 
gant position, tending to expenditures ез- 
pecially in matters of pleasure; but since Ju- 
piter also brings money, this is likely only 
to increase the general feeling of well being 
and satisfaction with life. Ambition now 
crystallizes, and bids fair to be gratified, in 
some degree at least; superiors favor you; 
you may find yourself moving in a wider, or 
more important, social circle than heretofore; 
and those you contact socially will assist you 
materially. You are poised and self confident, 
the result of your knowledge that you аге 
well liked and popular. There is really little 
danger or discomfort to be cautioned against, 
except the ancient Jupiterean tendency to ex- 
cess, and you might do well to guard against 
too swift a social pace, especially Aug. 12-31. 
But whatever happens here, you will be likely 
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‚ to like it at the time, for it's exciting if ex- 
hausting.

Health is strong; energy high: you will have 
to be careful not to exhaust yourself with 
overwork and over enthusiasm, especially

This ends the transit of Mars in Libra, 
under which domestic conditions have been 
upset and unsatisfactory, and things have 
tended to run down.

STOCK MARKET 


The Stock Market for July is favorably 
aspected and the major trend is indicated as 
bullish. The first two weeks of the month 
are likely to be more favorable than the last 
two. Pluto has more than usual domination 
in securities markets during July, and while 
the exact effect of this recently discovered 
Planet is as yet unknown, its action is cer- 
tainly not always malific. 

The position of Mars would indicate that 
there may be more active speculation than 
last year for July, but the position would 
also show that too active speculation this 
month has its attendant dangers. This may 
not be so apparent during July as in later 
months. 

The Bond Market will.probably have a 
good amount of activitiy this month, In- 
dividual bonds react to Astrological forces 
in a manner similar to individual stock re- 
actions. During the last few years several 
bonds have enjoyed bull trends while others 
have developed decided down trends.. Bonds 
often move as a group. Utility bonds 
showed a favorable up move, as a group, 
after the last week in February. That does 
not necessarily mean, however, that every 
Utility Bond has gone un. Individual bonds 
will often move against the group to which 
they belong.

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COMMODITY MARKETS 


Commodity Markets for July are ruled 
by the combined influences of Venus and 
Neptune. The major trend is indicated as 
up, but no runaway market is likely to oc- 
cur in these groups this month. 


The weather seems to have a dominat- 
ing influence during July. The positions 
and aspects of Neptune and Venus would 
indicate sufficient moisture with tempera- 
ture conditions not abnormal. It is just 
possible that there may be too much mois- 
ture rather than not enough during this 
month. 

General business conditions seem to be 
working against crops with a resulting bull- 
ish tendency. Labor conditions are indi- 
cated as satisfactory from the crop angle 
if not from the angle of having sufficient 
income to purchase foodstuffs at high 
prices. 

About July 10th the United States Grain 
report will be issued for conditions as of 
July 1st. Farm stocks and the indicated 
production of wheat, corn, oats, barley, 


flax, and tame hay are usually included in 
this Feport. This is an important report 
and Many traders do not care to have a 


position in the market at the time of its re- 
lease. 

The foreign affairs angle seems free from 
disturbance for this month and while there 
are no indications that there will be any 
decidedly bearish influences from this angle, 
there is no indication of any great help 
from there. That is in the marketing of 
our crops. 

For grains the first part of the month 
is indicated as more bullish in price than 
the later part. ‘The major, long time trend 
is upward with the minor, monthly swings 
indicated as follows— 


Up through the 15th. High for the 
month. 

Down through the 29th. Low for the 
month. 


Up through the 31st. 

No attempt is made here to differentiate 
between the different grains in this fore- 
cast. Wheat. corn oats, rye, and barley 
are of course individual markets subject to 
separate reactions to the main working 
forces. Thus, there are often days when 
the wheat market will go up while the 
corn market, for instance, will go down. 
But generally, these different grains are 
very closely interlocked and have similar 
price movements. There is a great amount 
of sympathetic action between these mar- 
kets, and strength in one will more times 
than not, cause sympathetic strength in the 
other. Over a long period of time, there 
seems to be a certain price ratio between 
wheat and corn, and wheat and rye, as 
well as a like ratio between the others. To 


attempt to forecast these differences is a 
great deal more difficult than to forecast 
the different individual stock reactions. At 
any rate wheat and corn have a greater 
public following and this forecast is worked 
out with those two mainly in mind.

With this issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY we 
are bringing to you the exact ephemeral posi- 
tions of all the known planets ,their aspects, 
etc, for the current month. We will publish 
shortly our “American Ephemeris" in the 
same style for the entire year of 1936 in handy 
book form, а 

This “American Ephemeris" contains the 
exact values for all the planets and the aspects 
for the Eastern Standard Meridian of U. S. A. 
The planetary positions and aspects are calcu- 
lated for the Eastern Standard Meridian and 
for 0 Hours of each day, ie, for the actual 
beginning of the day. 

In the creation of a typical American 
Ephemeris we are meeting a demand that has 
long existed among American students. Fur- 
thermore, we have extended the positions in 
most cases to the seconds which will prove 
very valuable to all Astrologers who demand 
exactitude in their calculations. A number of 
new factors will be brought in this American 
Ephemeris that will greatly reduce and sim- 
plify the technical work of any astrological 
calculation. 'Several special Tables will show 
how Medium Coeli, Ascendant and planet's 
positions can be figured to the second by an 
easy method. 

'The transfer of the beginning of the day 
from Noon backwards to Midnight and the 
actual count of twenty-four hours for the day 
instead of 12 hours before noón and 12 hours 
after noon is in full agreement with the As- 
tronomical division that has been in use for 
several years throughout the world. 'The ad- 
vantages are evident. 

The question of AM or PM values is solved; 
9 AM is 9 hours after midnight, while 9 PM 
is 21 hours after midnight, and any error in 
that direction is cut short. 

'The further advantage for astrologers is 
found in that the calculations of horoscope 
values, especially of the planetary positions, 
do not have to be brought in relation to the 
one half or to the other half of the day, where 
frequently writing errors and also calculation 
errors occur, but we constantly figure from 
0 hours from the beginning of each day and 
calculate straight through, an advantage which 
is of great value in the calculation of the daily 
progressions and every astrologer will soon 
find this method a time saver. 

'The hourly motion of each planet, as found 


y 


next to their actual positions in the heavens. 
This helps to eliminate all the logarithmic 
calculations to find planet’s position for any 
specific time of the day. We simply multiply 
the given hourly motion of such planet with 
the time elapsed since 0 hours, if the birth be 
5 h. 30 min. and the hourly motion of Mars 
1’ 30”, we multiply 1.30 with 5.30 which gives 
us as the motion for Mars from 0 hours to 
5 h. 30’ a value of 8 min. 15 sec. This value 
is then to be added to the 0 h. position of the 
planet as found in the Ephemeris. 


All other time values in the American 
Ephemeris, such as the Phenomena, the Moon’s 
positions, the complete Aspectarian, the rising 
and setting of Sun and Moon and the Culmi- 
nations of the Moon are given for the Eastern 
Standard Meridian U. S. A. in Eastern Stand- 
ard Time and the last named values are fig- 
ured for 40° north Latitude. Thus, the Ameri- 
can Ephemeris brings all its values and times 
as for Philadelphia, Pa., the birth place of the 
United States of America. 


Calculations for any other place in the world 
are to be reduced to this American 0 Meridian 
(75? West of Greenwich equals 5 hours) in 
the same way as we have been used to doing 
this with the World Meridian of Greenwich. 
Therefore, there is absolutely no difference in 
the actual calculative operations. In order, 
however, that t ere is no misunderstanding 
(on account of the old idea figuring over 
from Greenwich) we must know: For all 
places west of Philadelphia we add the differ- 
ence in longitude between 75? and the place 
of birth expressed in time to the local time at 
the moment of birth. For all places east of 
Philadelphia we subtract the longitudinal dif- 
ference between the 0 Meridian (75° W.) and 
the birth Meridian expressed in time from 
the time of birth. 


It might theoretically seem more desirable 
to use Washington, D. C., as a basis for this 
American Ephemeris, but for convenience in 
calculation we deemed it more practical to use 
the nearest Standard Meridian and Washing- 
ton, D. С., is not exactly on a Standard Me- 


ridian. "There is, in fact, a difference of 8 min 
16 sec. Therefore, Philadelphia, Pa. (true 
birth place of the Nation), located 759 W 


(Eastern Standard Meridian) and 40 N., has 
been used as our base. 

We will use the Expression ‘American 
Time” consistently in this Ephemeris and it 
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will be understood we are referring to Eastern 


Standard Time.

Counsel—November 26th,  1883—Brooklyn, 


Frederick A. Pope—Present Chief Defense 
Counsel—August 10th, 1874—Dunellen, N. J.— 
Hour not known. 


Lloyd C. Fisher—Second in Command of 
Defense—September 27th. 1896— (about) 11 
P.M.—Flemington, N. J. 

Egbert Rosecrans—Defense Counsel— Oc- 
tober 9th, 1888—New Jersey. 

Finally, no compilation of data of the Lind- 
bergh Case would be complete without the 
birthdate of that “Man of Mystery"—that 
strange, shadowy individual who moved in 
the background of this case in its early days, 
and who, for a time convinced the authori- 
ties and even Lindbergh, himself, that he had 
the key to the mystery. We refer to John 
H. Curtis, the Norfolk, Va., shipbuilder. 

It will be remembered that he was соп- 
victed of obstructing justice, prosecuted and 
convicted, in fact, by the same legal ma- 
chinery that convicted Hauptmann. А con- 
viction that stands on the records of the 
Jersey Courts, as in many essential details 
directly contradicting the State’s contentions 
in their prosecution of Hauptmann. 

The State of New Jersey convicted Curtis 
by presenting evidence that convinced the 
New Jersey jury that Curtis had in fact been 
in touch with the actual kidnappers and later 
convicted Hauptmann by proving to the satis- 
faction of a New Jersey jury that Haupt- 
mann committed the crime alone. It is obvi- 
ous that both of these convictions cannot be 
based on fact, one of them must be a mis- 
carriage of justice. It is said that Curtis had 
expressed his willingness to testify in Haupt- 
mann’s defense, but for reasons best known 
to those in authority he was not called. 

We had considerable difficulty in obtaining 
the birthdate of Curtis, but were finally suc- 
cessful in obtaining the following infor- 
mation: 

John H. Curtis—October 14th, 1888. 

Informant—Ledger Dispatch, Norfolk, Va. 

It is interesting to note that (including the 
Attorney General, who was born in the last 
degree of the sign), six of the principals of 
this case were born in the sign Sagittarius, 
reference to page 40 of our June issue gives 
us the birthdate of “Red” Johnson as No- 
vember 28th, 1905, thus we find four of the 
six in the first deconate of Sagittarius, which 
is the more significant inasmuch as among 
these four we find the chief actor in the 
drama—Hauptmann.

General 


This is preeminently a month of growth, 
of an expansion of optimism on a hugh 
scale, of lush emotions, of untrammeled ef- 
forts to take what is to be had, or of simply 
letting down and riding on the crest of the 
wave. 

While they do not reach the exact contact, 
Jupiter and Neptune are practically sextile 
all month, with Jupiter stationary in 13 de- 
grees of Scorpio.

With Saturn in a technical opposition to 
Neptune there will be an unusual amount o 
treachery in the minds and actions of people, 
of duplicity in hidden places, of misinforma- 
tion that is planned and directed, as well as 
misunderstandings that аге unintentional. 
Queer, peculiar and weird happenings will 
occur in many lives. Emotions will lead to 
excesses in many ways. Narcotics may have a 
place in the picture which could be startling 
in its extent and influence.

ASPECTS 
First Week 
July 1 to July 7. (a.m.) 


At the time of the new Moon in Cancer, 
on June 30th, Jupiter was rising in Scorpio 
at Washington, with the luminaries in conjunc- 
tion with Jupiter's north node. This sets the 
tempo for the month to come as a strongly 
financial period, but one in which great care 
must be taken if basic security and progress 
is to be attained.

A prom- 
inent person may be publicly accused of em- 
bezzling, and financial disgrace may fall to 
more than one important person. А sen- 
sational death could be caused by suffocation. 
The Sun in conjunction with Pluto will in- 
tensify all these matters, 

The Sun at this time is in conjunction with 
Mercury in the U. S. chart, which will un- 
doubtedly produce much excitement in this 
country, and possibly the government will send 
a sharp message to another country, if not 
more. Japan will be in the path of some very 
destructive forces. England and Germany will 
be affected, perhaps violently. As Mars is so 
close to Uranus in Hitler's chart he may 
unleash a deep laid plan, which could have 


a terrific throw-back. Any extravagance of 
feeling or action at this time could have dras- 
tic results. 

The Sun also parallels Mercury on the 16th, 
bringing much and serious news, creating great 
excitement, and indicating immediate devel- 
opments as well as hinting at details that have 
not been made public in the news of the day. 
Nerves will be taut and speech will be none 
too gentle. 

On the 18th Venus parallels Neptune, and 
here is a picture of some intrigue that is being 
pushed still farther into the background.

It gives the power to think and 
act simultaneously, with foresight and inde- 
pendence. It will give diplomats and states- 
men the power to dramatically open avenues 
of conciliatory approach, and possibly an- 
nounce some international agreements. Bank- 
ers and brokers should have great gain. 

Venus opposes Saturn on the 19th. Work- 
ers, the world over, may be put on the spot. 
There will be a tug of war between heads of 
organizations and labor. An exacting and dom- 
ineering force will be evident in world affairs. 
Reactionary forces will put pressure on many 
people, and power will be exerted to forestall 
individual effort. In governments there will 
be a trend toward tightening the purse strings.

A pro- 
found intelligence will be evident in interna- 
tional probléms; diplomats, statesmen, those 
concerned with furthering the welfare of na- 
tions and peoples, should be able to arrange 
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compacts, agreements and treaties. Extremely 
practical measures will now be used to for- 
ward public and private business. Persons in 
directive positions should have a free hand 
and excellent assistance, Ambition seeks a 
new horizon, and labor conditions should have 
a decided uplift. Conditions will be seriously 
considered and soundly valued. Minds will 
be exact, painstaking and practical. What is 
to be done will be gone at thoroughly and 
methodically.

Mercury successively sextiles Neptune and 
Venus, thus brings a tremendous pull toward 
the mental and intellectual freedom of ex- 
pression in the inspirational reactions that 
should make this a day of days. Business 
and commerce should be propelled forward at 
a terrific angle on an upward arc of move- 
ment. All intellectual -and artistic matters 
should receive recognition and material emolu- 
: ments. The living and working conditions of 
the masses will be improved, and the general 
health of the public will not only be better, 
but should be put on a basis where it will 
stay better. Every industry related to land, 
from agriculture to building should benefit 
enormously. The laboring classes should gain 
an advantage that will give them a new status 
in ease, or even luxury.

However, 
there will be an underlying tendency to take 
unfair advantage of the kindness and gen- 
erosity that is abroad in the land, of nefari- 
ous projects being promoted, and of iri- 
descent bubbles being sold at large prices. 
Manna from heaven is apparently meant for 
everybody, and “them as takes, gets" In the 
U. g chart these reactions are prominent, as 
Mercury is in conjunction with the Sun in 
that chart. It is an over-powering, outrushing 
of big-heartedness that may be used with ex- 
tremely practical results if people are able 
to move under its heavy luxuriousness. 


Fourth Week 
Н July 24 to July 31. (p.m.) 


As if all the foregoing were not enough, 
Mercury trines Jupiter on the 24th. Again the 
realm of art, literature, drama, and religion 
receive an impact of advancement, of being 
crowned not only with laurel, but with con- 
tracts and substantial rewards. Legal, com- 
mercial, professional and legislative matters, 
diplomats and politicians, social leaders and 
secretaries, will react to this as the flower to 
the Sun. Everybody is in on the profits. Young 
people and children may benefit to an unusual 
degree. 

Venus is also standing by to add to the 
general success that should be one of the high 
peaks of recent years. Venus sextiles Jupi- 
ter, and if there is any money left in the 
treasury it now comes rolling out—to the loud 
huzzas of the assembled multitudes. This is 
really an aspect that should be used for stor- 
ing up benefits, for securing finances, and for 
putting in a back-log that will last a long 
time. Jupiter, however, is still sitting on that 
fixed star, the South Scale. Perhaps all this 
pressure may bring out some of the deceit and 
dishonesty that is hiding in those recesses.

Then, practically without warning, a sud- 
den, smashing stop. On the 29th the Sun 
reaches its first square of Uranus in Taurus.

disturbances may be very destructive. 

This aspect indicates a drastic, sudden and 
terrific opposition to the heads of nations, to 
those in authority on any scale, no matter how 
limited.

This is very close to the eclipse 
of the Moon on July 26th, 1934, and may pro-

possessions, there are two ways open for him: 
he may go on dreaming of the past, in con- 
stant agony of deprivation—however cleverly 
he may hide the fact from his consciousness! 
—or else he may accept the separation as a 
matter of fact and begin at once to find new 
possessions. Doing this he presumably could 
use a more deliberate choice. He has sepa- 
rated himself from what was his own by 
physical birthright, from what was his ances- 
tral life and his very substance. He can now 
select, consciously, freely, as an individual, 
what he will call his own. 

But very often he does not. He merely ac- 
cepts his new surroundings, and absorbs what 
they radiate just as unconsciously as he drank 
his mother’s milk. Only the mother’s milk 
was vital, whereas the new psychological food- 
stuffs he ingests are not synchronous to his 
own rhythm. He and they are not born of 
the same earth and the same tradition. Thus 
the new life is one lived on the surface of 
being; intellectually and socially satisfying 
perhaps, but vitally and spiritually inopera- 
tive. And this is the tragedy of so many mod- 
ern city-lives! 

On the contrary, the man who has passed 
deliberately through the second birth goes to 
search for what is his own, by individual 
choice. Slowly, painfully, through many false 
enthusiasms and crucifying repudiations, he 
gathers his own earth, the substance of his 
truly individual body. Only thereafter can he 
say vitally and creatively: “I am." And he 
will say it really for the first time. For what 
he owns now, he has valued objectively. He 
is no longer identified with his possessions. 
He uses them. And this is the new meaning 
of possessions. To own is now only to use. 
Creative and significant use must be the foun- 
dation and only justification of ownership. 

It is this distinction between possessions 
with which the ego identifies himself subject- 
ively and possessions which the ego uses ob- 
jectively which constitutes the fact of the 
“new birth” in this second realm of life—the 
realm of ownership. The difference is that ly- 
ing at the root of the conflict between a capi- 
talism rooted in the right to inherit social pos- 
sessions without individual efforts or valua- 
tion, and socialism, collectivism, or technoc- 
racy. No ownership without individual use 
and significant use—might be the motto of the 
new age. From this follows in logical social 
sequence the right for each individual to own 
what he can use significantly and creatively ;— 
which means that. individual frustration can 
then become a thing of the past; and with it 
all the psychological complexes which confuse 
or torture modern mankind. 

Frustration is due to the impossibility there 
is for the ego to find the proper substance in 
which to become actual and concrete. In a 
spiritual sense it is the only real crucifixion. 


Great spiritual beings at certain times of the 
earth’s history—and ours is one!—cannot find 
adequate parents to provide them with fit 
bodies and fit psychological environment. Yet, 
the cyclic tide calls for their birth. A new 
era must be ushered in, and they аге the her- 
alds and the seed. Thus, tragically yet out 
of boundless compassion for this poor hectic 
earth, the great Avatars and Heroes are born 
in races which provide no adequate soil or 
“food” for their egos fully to manifest. 

Therefore they must become rebels and ex- 
iles. Painfully, step by step, they must build 
their own bodies of manifestation—mental- 
spiritual ones, as long as there are no physio- 
logical ones available. This means working in 
a state of constant tension, of “dissonant har- 
mony”; ceaselessly integrating the farther op- 
posites. Mind is the result. From frustrated 
ownership life moves on to knowledge—the 
third mansion.
